PUT IN INGOME TAX 
CAN BE CONTINUED 


No Ground for Reports 
Deficit Impends That Will 
Prevent It, He Says After 


Conference With Mellon.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 

dent Hoover after conferences with 

Secretary Mellon and Undersecre- 


tary Mills today took a hopeful 
view that the emergency reduction 
in income tax applying this year 
may be continued next year. 

Discussing the tax situation Mr. 
Hoover said: 

“I have reviewed the present fis- 
cal situation with Secretary Mellon 
and Undersecretary Mills, and 1 
can state that there is no ground 
now for the prediction in the press 
this morning that a deficit was im- 
pending which would prevent the 
continuation of tax reductions es- 
tablished last year. 

“The indications of decreasing 
revenue and increasing expenses 
during the past six weeks upon 
which calculations were very prop- 
erly based do not take several 
factors into account. 

“Imports and corsequently cus- 
toms receipts'have been tempora- 
rily reduced because of advanced 
imports to anticipate the new tariff 
law. We have been expediting con- 
struction expenditures to give the 
maximum employment in the first 
nine months of this fiscal year. The 
calculations as to possible deficits 
take no account of the receipts from 
payments on foreign debts, nor the 
revision of expenditures downward 
from the é¢stimates of the first of 
last July. which Were then placed 
at $4.203,000,000 (including the 
posta! deficit.), 

“I have not as yet received the 
reports from all of the departments

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Being Carried Back to 
Norway on Ship Due to 
Arrive Next Month.

OSLO, Norway, Aug. 22.-—Out of 
the Arctic silence today came th» 
last chapter of the first attempt to 
reach the North Pole by air, soiv- 
ing after 33 years the mystery of 
how Salomon Auguste Andre, 
‘Swedish balloonist-explorer, who 
set out in an airship. July i!, 
1897, for the pole, perished with 
his two companions. 
| A Norwegian scientific exped'- 
tion, headed by Dr. 8S. Horn, today 
sent word to Oslo that its members 
had found the bodies of Andree 
and his mates in. a camp they ha‘ 
built, on White Island, far nort 
of Rudolf Land, northernmost in 
the Friedjof Nansen land (for- 
merly Fratty Josef Land) archi- 
pelago. 

Andree’s diary, his scientific in- 
struments, a few scattered objects 
which evidently had been nugzled 
by bears but left untouched, ana 
the bodies of the explorers told the 
gruesome tale of a battle with the 
elements in which the tall, blond: 
aeronaut had eurvived his fellows. 

Three Bodies Found, 

Identification was easy. The 
frozen bodies were well preserved. 
Only one had deteriorated, pre- 
sumably because it lay sheltered in 
a small boat which had been part 
of the explorers’ equipment. The 
others looked as if the tragedy 
might have occurred only yester- 
day, instead of a gen¢ration ago. 


+ Andree was accompanied on his 


trip by K.-Frankel and N. Strind- 
berg, the latter then a handsome 
youth of 24, professor in a Swed- 
ish university, engaged to be mar- 
ried but putting off his weddin« 
until his return from this one lart 
adventurous flight before settling 
down. The dispatches reachire 
Oslo did not identify the man 
whose body was found near that 
of Andree and described as well 
preserved. 

Andree made his Polar flight 
from Danes Island, Spitzbergen, 
July 11, 1897. In the previous 
year he had failed. He had first 
proposed the flight tn 1895, 31 
years before the-voyage of Amund- 
sen and the Norge across the Pole 
accomplished Andree's ideal. One 
of the purposes of the Amundsen 
expedition was the possible dis- 
covery of Andree and hig co-ex- 
plorers.

Statistics Are Subject to 
Correction and Will Be 
Supplemented by Other 
Data on Unemployed.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 22.—Pre- 
liminary unemployment figures 
for Missouri, made public today 
by the Census Bureau, disclose 
that there were 62.031 persons in 


the state in April without a job, 
able to work and looking for a 
job. This was 1.7 per cent of the 
state’s total population of 3,620,- 
$61. Unemployment in St. Louis 
was given as 27,699 persons, or 3.4 
per cent. 

The announcement states that 
the figures are subject to correc- 
tion and will be supplemented lat- 
er by data for other persons not 
at work at the time of the census, 
such as those who had a job but 
were sick or temporarily laid off. 

Prof. Charles E. Persons of 
Iowa recently resigned from the 
Census Bureau, charging the bu- 
reau was juggling figures, select- 
ing certain areas and using hair- 
splitting definitions in the unem- 
ployment census. He said the 
number of workers laid off or 
working only part time would 
swell the bureau's employment to- 
tal. 

The industrial centers naturally 
supplied the largest number of un- 
employed, with the city of St. Louis 
leading. The unemployed in St. 
Louis County numbered 3774 or 
1.8 per cent of the total popula- 
tion. 

Jackson County, in which is 
Kansas City, had an unemployed 
population of 12,288 or 1.2 per 
cent of the total: Buchanan Coun- 
ty of which St. Joseph is the larcest 
city, had 1991 persons or 1.9 per 
cent unemployed; Greene County, 
with Springfield as its large city, 
had 1187 persons or 1.4 per cent 
unemployed, and Jasper County in 
the southwestern mining region 
had 1832 persons or 2.5 per cent 
unemployed. St. Francois Coun- 
ty had 558 persons or 1.6 per cent 
unemplored. 

The rural sections of the State 
generally had less than 1 per cent 
unemployed according to the Cen- 
sus Bureau's standards. The per- 
centages ranged from .1 per cent 
in Wright County, with only 20

The Last Message. 

The last message received from 
the expedition was one written by 
Audree and sent by a carrier pigeon 
which was shot July 15, 1897, by 
members of the crew of the sealer 
Alken. The message dated July 
13 at noon gave the latitude and 
longitude, indicating that the 
balloon was then 145 miles north 
and 45 miles east of the starting 
point. 

A year went by and no news 
came. In 18$8 a buoy was found in 
which was a metal tube containing 
a message dropped July 11, 1897, 
the day of the start. In September, 
1899. anether buoy was picked up 
on King Carl's Land and in July, 
1900, three years after the takeoff, 
two more were picked up in Ice- 
land, but the metal tubes which 
might have contained messages 
were missing from them. 

Then about a month later, came 
the final word, when a buoy on the 
northern coast of Norway was 
found to bear this message: 

“July 11,10 p.m G. M.T. So 
far our trip has gone well. We are 
now over ice which is broken in all 
directions, Glorious weather. Ex- 
cellent spirits. Andree, Strindbserg, 
Frankel. Above clouds since 7:45 
G. M. T.” 

White Island is a small body of 
land about 40 miles north of Ru- 
doif Isiand and one of the north- 
ernmost known lands within the 
Arctic Circle. 

For years there have been pe- 
riodic rumors that the balloon had 
been found in Siberia or that mes- 
sages purporting to be from Andree 
had been washed ashore upon 
Northern coasts. 


Severai expeditions were sent in 
search of them. The first started 


in November, 1897, when a report 


was received that cries of distress 
had been heard by ‘shipwrecked 
sailors at Spitzbergen. In 1898 and 
1899 parties searched the North

NEW YORK, Aug. 22.—An ag- 
ing man sat in his shop on War- 
ren street today and traced on a 
well-worn map the narrow patch 
of ice by which he missed finding 
the bodies of Andree, Swedish bal- 
loonist-explorer. and his two com- 
panions 26 years ago. 

“On the White Island!” exclaim- 
ed Anthony Fiala when told An- 
dree’s body and that of a compan- 
ion had been found. 

“Yes, in Franz Josef Land — 
} Fritdjot Nansen Land, they call it 
now. I suppose the body was 
found on the large island; there's 
one big one and several very small. 

“In 1903-05, when [I took the 
Ziegler expedition to the Arctic.

building. ‘He now offers also a 
guarantee of $2500 if he should 
discharge the pair within.a year. 
They would be required to go to any 
place chosen by him, the probable 
location of the experiment being in 
Hawaii. 

Nearly 100 persons have offered 
themselves, but in all cases thus far 
they have withdrawn when they 
learned of the requirements, or 
have been deemed unsuitable after 
questioning by him.

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US. ASKS FOR REPORT 
ON MANGANESE COSTS 


American Producers Seeking 
Russian Embargo Requested 
to Compare Expenses. 


———

WASHINGTON, Aug. 
mestic producers of 
were told by Assistant Secretary 
of the Treasury Lowman today 
they must submit comparative fig- 
ures on the production costs of 
manganese here and in Russia be- 
fore the Treasury would act on 
proposals to place an embargo on 
the ore from Russia. 

The notice was given at a hear- 
ing on a complaint filed by the 
American Manganese Producers’ 
Association, which charged the 
iron and steel industry was violat- 
ing provisions of the antidumping 
act of 1921. 

J. Carson Adkerson, president of 
the association, in a statement read 
at the hearing said: ‘It is clearly 
indicated that Russian manganese 
is being dumped on the American 
market.” 

“Therefore, he continued, “the 
American Manganese Producers’ 
Association asks the Secretary of 
the Treasury to withhold the ap- 
praisers’ report and liquidation of 
entries of Russian manganese un- 
til the amount of additional dump- 
ing duty, properly chargeable un- 
der the antidumping act of 1921 
shall have been ascertained and 
assessed. 

“The American manganese in- 
dustry is being wrecked by the 
ruthless dumping program of So- 
viet Russia, whereby convict or 
forced labor is being used in the 
production of manganese sold in 
America without regard to sales 
prices or cost of production. 

“Soviet agents in the United 
States have offered to undersell 
any American producer of man- 
ganese ore, regardless of what price 
the American producer may quote.”

Wilbur R. Dilworth Was_ Re- 
cently Attacked—Big Auto 
Attracted Attention.

During the past 
10 years we have planted trees at 
the rate of three or four for each 
older one \lost. 

“Several hundreds are lost an- 
nually but abut 1000 are planted 
each year to take their places. 
Pines and other evergreens can- 
not be replanted with great hope 
of success. The trees newly 
planted must be chiefly sycamore, 
maples and poplars, with a few 
birches,.willows and hardier oaks. 
The noble American elm, pride 
of our nation, is almost a thing of 
the past, though it has not been 
abandoned. Blue grass cannot 
thrive in our smoky atmosphere 
and will be maintained only by 
annual planting, or replaced by 
tinferior growths.”’

JAPAN PREPARING TO TAKE 
DECENNIAL CENSUS OCT. | 


To Cost $2,500,000; Campaign of 
Education for Residents and 
Enumerators. 
By the Associated Press. 
TOKIO, Aug. 22.—Japan is pre- 
paring for its decennial census on 
Oct. 1. A nationwide campaign of 
education is in progress, for house- 
holders as well as for the 20,000 
paid enumerators. The cost is es- 
timated at 5,000,000 yen ($2,500,- 
000.) 
Ten years ago Japan took its 
first nationwide census by modern 
methods and found the populatidn 
to be 55,963,053 for Japan proper 
and 77,005,510 for the Japanese 
empire, including Korea, Formosa 
and Saghalien. This year official 
estimates indicate the figures will 
be about 63,750,000 for Japan 
proper and nearly 90,000,000 for 
the empire. 
The figure for Japan proper is 
about equal to the population of 
Germany and greater than that of 
any other great Power except the 
United States and Russia. 
The Japanese approach their 
census in a spirit different from 
that of America, where the bigger 
the figure the happier is everyone 
concerned. Here, increase means 
crowding. The nation knows it has 
been growing at the rate of about 
750,000 a year for the past decade 
and this is regarded as an indica- 
tion of increasing poverty rather 
than evidence of prosperity. 


RADIO RECONCILES NATIONS, 
PROF, EINSTEIN DECLARES 


Opening German Exposition, He 
Says it Removes Mutual 
Misunderstandings. 
By the Associated Press. 
BERLIN, Aug. 22.—Dr. Albert 
Einstein, mathematician and 
scientist, today opened formally 
the combined German radio and 
gramophone exposition. Prof Ein- 
stein declared in his formal ad- 
dress: 

“Radio has the unique function 
of reconciling nations. Until now 
what nations knew of each other 
has been almost invariably derived 
from distorting mirrors of their re- 
spective press organs. 

“The radio shows the way peo- 
ple really live and in most cases 
their best sides. The radio thus 
helps in removing mutual misun- 
derstandings which so often turn 
into active distrust and hostility.” 

The exposition authorities cabled 
their greetings to Thomas Alva Ed- 
ison, procla:~aing him the foremost 
pioneer of scfence. The message 
said: “May your great achieve- 
ments continue to be a blessing to 
ali nations and help imbue the 
world with faith in the invincible 
powers of the human mind.”

WASHINGTON, Aug- 22. — The 
slogan “Keep the Government Out 
of Business” lost some of its effi- 
cacy today when the Federal Bu- 
reau of Mines announced that the 
Government-designed built and op- 
erated helium plant near Amarillo, 


Tex., produced 9,801,060 cubic feet 
of helium during the fiscal year 
just ended at a net cost of $11. 18 a 
thousand cubic feet. When this 
rare noncombustible gas for dirig- 
ible airships was purchased from a 
private company it cost between $30 
and $35 a thousand cubic feet. 
Between December, 1929, and 
February, 1930, the Government- 
owned plant was idle because the 
Navy Department, the chief user 
of helium, considered the plan of 
continuing to buy the gas from pri- 
vate producers. Representative 
Burton L. French of Idaho, chair- 
man of the Navy Department sub- 


tions Committee, scotched the plan, 
however, by insisting that the navy 
should obtain its supply from the 
Bureau of Mines. 

The Helium Co. of Kentucky, the 
private concern which had had a 
contract with the Navy Department, 
sought to overide French's objec- 
tions by taking the matter to the 
Senate Appropriations Committee, 
but after a brief hearing the Senate 
Committee refused to support the 
company, 
contended that the Bureau of Mines 
had not included all usual business 
‘costs in its price computation, and 
| while the company admitted that 
‘it had profited by the Government’s 
experimental work, it insisted that 
the Bureau should not compete 
with private enterprise. 

Standby Costs $19,046. 
The standby costs of the Ama- 
rillo plant for the two months when 
it was closed for lack of orders was 
$19,046, the announcement said. 

During the fiscal year the output 
of the plant was steadily increased 
and costs per unit of output were 
reduced, the announcement contin- 
ued. The net cost a thousand feet 
in July, 1929, was $17.25; for June, 
1930, the net cost was $6.23. Total 
production during June amounted 
to 1,407,800 cubic feet. 


Helium, according to the bureau 
experts, now costs the Government 
less than flammable hydrogen, 
which it displaced in dirigibles. 
The initial cost of hydrogen is 
somewhat lower, but the diffusion 
of air into the gas envelope reduces 
the purity of hydrogen to about 85 
per cent, resulting in decreased 
buoyancy and increased fire and 
explosion risks, the experts ex- 
plained. 


“When air diffuses into a heli- 
um-filled ship,” the announcement 
said, “‘the only serious effect is to 
reduce the lifting power. In this 
case the helium can be purified at 
a cost between 50 cents to $1.50 
a thousand cubic feet. The new 
helium required over a course of 
a year’s operation is only about 
one and a half to two times the 
volume of the ships compared witn 
eight to 10 times the volume in 
the case of hydrogen.”’ 

Plant at Scott Field. 

The War Department has a heli- 
um repurification plant at Scott 
Field, which repurifies the gas at a 
cost of $1.25 a thousand cubic feet. 

Helium-bearing natural gas for 
the Amarillo plant is drawn from 
Government-owned wells on the 
cliffside structure northwest of 
Amarillo, where the Government 
controls gas rights in about 60,000 
acres of land. The natural gas is 
transported to the plant through a 
government-owned pipe line. 

The natural gas is subjected un- 


300 degrees below zero fahrenheit 
which liquifies all the elements 
except the helium. The helium is 
discharged in a pipe line and the 
other elements released from the 
pressure and temperature returns 
to their gaseous state. The re- 
maining gas, with its heating value 
improved by the extraction of heli- 
um, is sold for domestic and in- 
dustrial fuel.

PROPONENTS ACTIVE 
ON GROUND BELOW 


Distribute Pamphlets on 
Greater St. Louis Day 
Asking for Aid to Make 
City and State Grow. 


A group of opponents of the pro- 
posed consolidation of St. Louis 
and St. Louis County had 200,000 


leaflets, attacking the plan, print- 
ed and dropped from an airplane 
over the State fair grounds at Se- 
dalia, Mo., this week. 

On Greater St. Louis day at the 
fair, last Tuesday, when a delega- 
tion of city and county representa- 
tives arrived for the annual visit 
to the exposition, they were sur- 
prised to have these leaflets show- 
ered down on them, They had an 
answer ready, however, in the 
shape of a novel folder which they 
distributed by hand at the fair. 

A proposed enabling amendment 
to the State Constitution, to au- 
thorize an election on the consoli- 
dation plan, will appear on the 
Missouri ballot for the November 
election as Proposition No. 5. The 
opponents’ leaflet urges defeat of 
this proposition, while the City and 
County Metropolitan Development 
Committee folder urges its adop- 
tion. 

Signers of the opposition leaflet 
were: J. F. Schmidt, secretary, 
County Farm Bureau: C. Ruehl, 
chairman of the board of the First 
National Bank of Clayton; George 
C. Bolte. publisher of the St. Louis 
County Leader, in whose plant the 
leaflets were printed; W. D. Linde- 
man, president of the First Na- 
tional Bank of Clayton; i 
Kerth, president of the Farmers’ 
State Bank, Chesterfield: _. David 
Schmid, president of the St. Louis 
County Bank; George F. Heege of 
Kirkwood, lawyer and State Repre- 
sentative. 

Judges Against Plan. 

The leaflet quotes the statement 
of the four Circuit Judges of the 
county, who opposed the consoli- 
dation plan and whose arguments 
have been answered by the Cham- 
ber of Commerce. It asserts also: 

“This amendment seeks to de- 
stroy St. Louis County. It sets up 
a scheme of government which has 
never been tried out anywhere in 
this country, and is wholly vision- 
ary and unworkable. It will re- 
sult in depriving the people of St. 
Lovis County of local self-govern- 
ment and grants power to the city 
of St. Louis to increase our taxes 
by more than 100 per cent.

Thus, from the highest to the low-

royal birth had not occurred in 300 
years. 

Elizabeth Sees Her Sister. 

Little Princess Elizabeth, recov- 
ering from the surprise of her life, 
was taken this morning into the 
Duchess’ quarters in the castle and 
allowed to see her baby _ sister. 
Elizabeth, who has a big red 
Chinese chow, canary and pony 
named Jessie, which the King gave 
her for a birthday present, put 
them all definitely out of her 
mind in favor of the baby which 
had come to be her new playmate. 
Elizabeth is 4 years old. 

There will be a double birthday 
to celebrate in the family hereafter. 
While the new daughter was being 
greeted in Glamis Castle, the second 
son of Princess Mary, the Hon. Ger- 
ald David Lascelles, celebrated his 
sixth birthday.

Chief Justice Tells Bar-As- 
sociation That Encroach- 
ment on Local Authority 
Should Be Resisted. 


EXPLAINS FUNCTION 
OF SUPREME COURT 


Says Criticism of Decisions 
Is Wholesome—Urges Im- 
provement in Adminis- 
tration of Criminal Law.

CHICAGO, Aug. 22.—The na- 


tion’s greatest need, in the opinion 
of its Chief Justice, is improve- 


ment in the administration of jus- 
tice, especially of the criminal law. 

Chief Justice Charlies E. Hughes. 
addressing the annual meeting 
of the American Bar Associa- 
tion, last night warned the 
country’s iawyers that they could 
not escape “special responsibility” 
in bringing about this improve- 
ment. 

“A quickened bar, alert to its 
power and responsibility, can se- 
cure honest, able and fearless 
prosecuting officers, magistrates 
and judges,” he said. “Our -Gov- 
ernment is one of laws through 
men, and most of our problems in 
the administration of the criminal 
law could be solved by the selec- 
tion of competent men free from 
the corrupting influences of fear 
and favor. 

The Chief Justice’s address, 
which was a welcome to the for- 
eign gue of the Bar Association, 
was hea by a nation-wide radio 
audience as well as the thousands 
who packed the Civic Opera House. 
He greeted the visitors from other 
countries as “collaborators in the 
greatest of human causes, the 
cause of a just peace.” 

Robast Sentiment Essential, 

Concerning the administration of 
criminal law, Chief Justice Hughes 
said: “More important than uni- 
form laws, or mere changes in 
procedural details, more necessary 
than any statement of the law, is 
the fostering of respect for law it- 
self, and the maintenance of the 
primary safeguards of life and 
property against organized crim- 
inal assaults, against the debauch- 
ing of our institutions by the cap- 
italization of crime. 

“Most essential is the robust sen- 
timent which, regardless of the dif. 
ferences of political parties and 
policies, demands purity and com- 
petence in official action, without 
which all democratic efforts are 
futile.” 

The Chief Justice said encroach- 
ments upon State authority should 
be resisted ‘‘with the same intelli-

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We have not the slightest doubt that the Federal 
Prohibition Enforcement Unit in Missouri would like 
to purge its ranks of dishonest inspectors. Nor have 
we any doubt that Mr. Woodcock, the National Pro- 
hibition Director, would like to purify the ranks of 
all graft and corruption everywhere. 

If the prohibition laws enjoyed popular sanction, 
these efforts both within the states and the nation 
to make enforcement honest could hope to succeed. 
They cannot hope to succeed because prohibition does 
not enjoy popular sanction, It is, in fact, itself im- 
moral for persisting against the will of the people, 
and it is in consequence impossible that its enforce 
ment should be any more mora! than it is., No stream 
can rise above its source. 

In the case of James A. Barr, who has just resigned 
as liquor permit inspector in St. Louis, charges were 
made by druggists that he had to be paid to make 
favorable reports upon their disposal of liquor. If 
one-tenth part of the charges made against Barr are 
true, and Sam Haley, supervisor of whisky and in- 
dustrial alcohol permits, admitted in Kansas City 
yesterday that Barr was dismissed for bribery, cor- 
ruption in the prohibition service has assumed an 
amazing effrontery. One druggist who complained 
of the inspector's conduct says he was chided by Barr 
for not being a good sport. That ic, the druggist was 
getting something out of it, which made the trans- 
action ethical] if not legal. This is a commonplace 


in prohibition enforcement. The dealer fixes it with | 


the inspector, and society is out of it. This is not 
an admirable code of ethics, but it serves the pur- 
pose when the law is debauched. 

The Missouri enforcement unit is also moving 
against another of its St. Louis inspectors. The man 
has been suspended pending an investigation, and 
heads of the prohibition unit in the State have not 
yet said why. This is symptomatic of the situation 
all over the United States. Whether in Missouri or 
any other state, or whether in St. Louis or any other 
city, prohibition enforcement is so honeycombed with 
corruption that its principal executives are busier 
keeping their units purged of grafters than they are 
enforcing the law itself. To find corruption is so 
common that as a rule the only punishment visited 
upon a dishonest employe is to dismiss him. Usually 


nothing comes of charges against a prohibition in- 


spector, as it is unlikely that the charges made by 
three St. Louis druggists against Barr will ever be 
pushed. 

Perhaps Mr. Wickersham, who is repeating before 
the American Bar Association this week Mr. Hoo- 
ver’s ridiculous philosophy that all laws are alike 
and the citizen therefore has no right to pick or 
choose among them, will tell us why it is that laws 
enjoying popular sanction can be enforced and laws 
which do not enjoy popular sanction can only come 
at length to.the sorry plight of prohibition. The en- 
forcement of this law is in trouble all over the 
United States. They are the troubles of tyranny.

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RUSSIA AND WORLD TRADE 

Representative John E. Neleon of Maine is afraid 
that the economic rehabilitation of Russia menaced 
the future prosperity of American industry. If we 
lend money to Russia, he says, she will buy machin- 
ery and hire technical experts and produce goods 
which she will dump in our markets in an effort to 
undermine our economic system. Trade with the 
Soviets can only end in the destruction of our insti- 
tutions. 

The report which has just been made by Dr. Samuel 
N. Harper, professor of Russian history and insti- 
tutions at the University of Chicago, following a visit 
to Russia, should set the Congressman’s fears at rest. 
Dr. Harper found low living standards, an acute 
shortage of clothing and foodstuffs, prohibitively high 
prices on the necessities of life, and a prevailing 
apprehension of an impending currency inflation 
which would prove disastrous in its effects. Although 
great strides have been made industrially in the 
last few years, capital is still seriously limited: in- 
dustrial labor is lacking in skill, and there is a 
dearth of expert technicians. The Soviets are de- 
liberately handicapping themselves by refusing to 
employ the services of those among the intelligentsia 
who are suspected of disloyalty to the proletarian 
dogma. Low wages, poor -living standards, limited 
capital, coerced regimentation and doctrinaire admin- 
istration are not the foundations of industrial su- 
premacy. 

Russia still has much to do for her own people be- 
fore she becomes our serious competitor in world 
trade. Russian industry, concludes the professor, holds 
no threat to American prosperity. We are aware 
that Representative Nelson may remain unimpressed 
by this report. Perhaps he shares the scorn for the 
trained intellect which was revealed by Senator Short- 
ridge in the latter’s comment on the 1028 economists 
who? protested the passage of the Grundy tariff. 

“Oh, these college professors,” said the Senator. 
“Sometime I shall take a day off to express my views 
touching their capacity to guide this nation.”

On Aug. 22, Massachusetts observes an- 
other anniversary. Three years ago the 
Commonwealth, acting through all the agen- 
cies by law established, put to death two 
Italian working men, Nicola Sacco and Bar- 
tolomeo Vanzetti. The anniversary falls 
strangely in this tercentenary year. No one 
who lived through the dreadful days of 
August, 1927, in even indirect cqntact with 
that tragedy, can ever forget the ghastly 
horror of it all. But the passions of those 
days have cooled. It is no longer a time 
either for shrill denunciation or for impas- 
sioned defense of the men who sent those 
two humble Italians to their death. Rather 
ig it a time for thoughtful question. 

What does civil liberty actually mean to- 
day in Massachusetts, its classic American 
home? Who enjoys it, and under what ¢on- 
ditions? Can it or can it not be extended 
in fact to all the people? If so. how can 
this condition be brought about?

The new president is Democratic 
national committeeman from Dela- 
ware, and is a candidate for the 
Democratic nomination to the Seon- 
ate. 

Solicitor-General Thomas  D. 
Thacher condemned the American 
bankruptcy law in an address yes- 
terday before the convention of the 
American Bar Association.: 

He described the law as one 
“perfectly designed to encourage 
dishonesty and reckless disregard 
of business integrity on the part of 
large numbers of people” and out- 
lined what he termed were needed 
changes in the law. His address was 
based largely on the investigation 
of abuses disclosed in the Southern 
district of New York while he was 
Judge of the United States District 
Court there. 

Relating the results of that in- 
vestigation, he said “it was obvious 
that estates were badly adminis- 
tered, with much. needless delay 
and wasteful expenditure of money. 
There was little benefit in the 
statute for the creditor and the 
ease with which debtors procured 
discharge from their debts, without 
investigation of the causes of their 
failure, seemed to encourage fraud 
‘land dishonesty in trade. One could 
not avoid the impression that back 
of many of the proceedings brought 
into court there was crookedness 
and collusion.” 

Thacher named, as three pur- 
poses which a bankruptcy law 
should accomplish, prompt and ef- 
ficient realization, iquidation and 
distribution to the creditors of the 
commercial wreckage of the bank- 
rupt estate; the discharge from 
their indebtedness of honest debt- 
ors, overwhelmed by financial mis- 
fortune through no fault of their 
own and the prevention of reckless 
and dishonest practices in trade. 

Inquiry by U. S. Attorney. 

The speaker suggested it might 
be well for United States attorneys 
to assume the duties of investiga- 
ting each bankruptcy and the con- 
duct of each bankrupt. : 

“This would assure effective a 
speedy prosecution wherever dis- 
honesty is disclosed,” he added. 

Speaking of persons not engaged 
in trade who have occasion to come 
into bankruptcy only when they 
have been living beyond their 
means on borrowed money, he said.

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PLANNING MEALS FOR 
THE FAMILY TABLE 


Hot Weather and Fussy Appe- 
tites Necessitate Careful 
Food Selection. 


A spell of torrid weather dulls 
appetites, sharpens tempers and 
puts a strain on nerves. Food 
continues to be a necessity, but un- 
less it is appetizingly seasoned, 
possesses cooling qualities and is 
daintily served it wiJl probably be 
neglected. 

All the summer food favorities 
are to be had now—green corn, 
yellow summer squash, garden to- 
matoes and lettuce, tender okra, lit- 
tle tender white turnips, green and 
wax beans, lima beans, peaches, 
pears, plums, melons and grapes, 
all in abundance and at low cost.

Cold dishes are in order for hot 
days, but very often a cup of clear 
hot soup garnished with a slice of 
lemon and a sprinkling of minced 
parsley will prove just the needed 
spur to make the meal enjeyable. 
This may be used very successfully 
with a platter of cold, assorted 
meats, crisp potato chips, a jellied 
vegetable relish, a plain crisp green 
salad and a fruit dessert. On the 
other hand, if the main course is 
hot, say chops or a planked steak 
or a delicious curry, a chilled soup 
or a slice of honeydew or cassaba 
melon sprinkled with lemon juice 
and finely chopped mint and 
served well chilled will work won- 
ders in stimulating appetites.

There followed a “Cohanization” 
of “The Meanest Man in the 
World,” a genuine hit, playing a 
role that I afterward released to 
Otto Kruger. 

And then—“The Tavern.” 

Cora Dick Gantt had writtén it 
as “The Choice of the Superman;” 
I turned it into a mad satire. Rob- 
ert Benchley, in Life, wrote a glit- 
tering review, while other critics 
treated it doubtfully. 

Among those who found them- 
selves perplexed as the curtain rang 
down at the Cohan Theater to con- 
clude a September evening in 1920 
was Miss Gantt. On May 18, 1930, 
the revival of “The Tavern” at the 
Fulton, the New York Times, in 
citing the 1920 premiere, stated: 

“Was it a serious melodrama? 
Mr. Cohan was geen riding into 
town astride two theatrical horses. 
Incredible things happened in the 
early scenes—shrieks, shots, thun- 
der. For the New York opening, 
however, he preferred noncommit- 
tal billing. ‘The greatest mystery 
of them all,’ he called it, and let 
it go at that. 

“Some gentlemen of the press, 
though they recognized the bur. 
lesque as obvious, had their post- 
premiere doubts. ' They approached 
the matter warily.” 

‘That wasn't the tenth of it. The 
literary contingent was up in arms. 
But “The Tavern,” with Arnold 
Daly in the role of vagabond, set- 
tied down for a comfortable run 
until April 30, 1921, after which 
I .put ‘both my feet on the stage 
of the Hudson for a short spring 
continuation in the longest and 
most arduous role J ever played. 

Again to quote from the 193¢ 
Times: 

“The burlesque, for one thing, is 
satire now, to which Mr. Cohan 
has wisely loaned further enchant- 
ment by withholding the Play from 
stock and moving pictures. And 
then, too, it’s a different Mr. Co- 
han who brings it home again, since 
he whom once they were apt to 
admire as the most, ebullient of 
the national flag warers is a First 
Actor now, and subject to discus- 
sion in term® of understatement 
and art.”

HE summary concludes: 
“With a flourish of anony- 
mous trumpets, Mr. Cohan is 
Simply returning in that Ameri- 
can satire? He was ever one for 
silence.” Well, you can’t blame 
me for that. 

“What's all the shootin’ for?” 
from the Hired Man, became a 
catch phrase and before the first 
Season ended I believe “The Tay- 
ern” was a fairly well advertised 
play. There was a Chicago com- 
pany and twice later I pleyed it in 
Boston. 

It is still my favorite. . 

“The O'Brien Girl,” by Harbach- 
Hirsch, hit the mark at the first 
shot. I had 12 productions scat- 
tered aboyt when the Actors’ Equi- 
ty announced a “closed shop” on 
independent managers. I dismissed 
everything and had arranged to go 
to London when Henry Miller and 
Otis Skinner prevailed on me to 
stay at home. “Little Nellie Kelly,” 
with four song hits, followed, re- 
maining a year at the Liberty 
Theater.

All ready, with material made to

The plaintiff 
must come into court with abso- 
lutely clean hands. Usually there 
are faults on both sides when con- 
ditions arrive at the point of di- 
vorce. That probably is the rea- 
son why 90 per cent of the appli- 
cations say nothing about alimony. 
The other 10 per cent of the cases 
usually involve the support of 
children. It is in aiding the exe- 
cution of these judgments that we 
have most of our troubles. We 
are always as lenient as we can be 
with the defendants.

be. We only require fhem to con- 
tribute to the support of the chil- 
dren. The mother, if she 4s able- 
bodied, is expected to do her share. 
According to my observations, the 
abuse of the law is invariably on 
the other side. Tracking down ali- 
mony evaders, that’s where the 
problem comes in. The law is 
strict. There are no exemptions. 
The whole of man’s possessions 
may be levied upon.in case he has 
defaulted to that extent in his pay- 
ments. He cannot claim an ex- 
emption of 10 per cent as in civil 
suits. 

“The execution of these judg- 
ments is up to the Sheriff in cases 
of plain alimony, but where chil- 
dren are involved the Prosecuting 
Attorney can take a hand. That 
is another reason why allowances 
rather than alimony is to be pre- 
ferred. Our law being unlike that 
of some other states, Illinois, for 
example, where a quasi-criminal 
judgment can be had through ci- 
tations for contempt of court, we 
cannot put them in jail. There 
are many dodges practiced by the 
alimony evaders. We can levy on 
their bank accounts and garnishee 
salaries and bankers and employ- 
ers can be held responsible. But 
they secrete their money, put thetr

| Wondering if even a wise and 

disinterested jurist might not 
sometimes be mistaken or deceived 
(and I hope I was not in contempt 
of court), I cited the case of a 
young, able-bodied woman I know 
living in ease and idleness on all- 
mony while the second wife with 
whom the divorced man is at- 
tempting to start life anew, works 
on a salary to help him meet his 
legally imposed obligations to his 
first wife. The divorce was ob- 
tained in the county. “I would not 
exempt a man from obligation to 
the first wife just because he 
chooses to assume responsibility 
for the second,” responded Judge 
Rosskopf. “The law provides that 
& man may come igto court when 
his ex-wife marries again and have 
his alimony stopped. It does not 
stop automatically, but upon his 
filing a motion for modification. 
There is no such provision in case 
of his own remarriage. The law 
does not recognize his right to take 
on the new obligation.” 

The so-called Alimony Club In 
New York where men who fail to 
meet their alimony assessments 
are lodged in jail, is not unknown 
to fame. It is only equally fair, 
it seems to me, when beneficiaries 
of this system living complacently 
on alimony earned or unearned, 
are singled out and stigmatized as 
members of the Ex-Wives Alimony
